But he adds a word of warning: 
‘ *H f#t loans and our taxes already 
mean that we must begin to restrict 
and curtail, must learn to dispense 
with luxuries and comforts, perhaps 
with some things which we have re­ 
garded as necessaries.

munity must adjust

expenditures to the needs of war 
through a gradual process. « We have 
entered only on the first stage.”

BULK VALENCIA 
SHIPMENTS GO 
FROM ORANGE 


Late Season, Car Shortage, 
Labor Conditions Cause 
of Unusual Season 


Approximately 75 per cent of the Va­ 
lencia oranges now being sold on the 
eastern markets are coming from Or­ 
ange county. Citrus reports from the 
daily Hales in New York. Philadelphia, 
Boston, Cleveland, and other auction 
centers in the east show that sixty 
to seventy-five car a day are being 
sold. This indicates a heavy shipment 
from this county. 
The reason for such a heavy sale 
in this section is that Orange county 
is the center of the Valencia growing 
district of California. Thin being true, 
it follows that with 
conditions 
that 
have prevailed this year the crop has 
been much slower in being moved out. 
and therefore more is to be moved at 
this period than ever before. 
Late Season 
The season was very latein starting 
this year. 
Valencia shipments usual­ 
ly are sent forward in May. 
This 
year it wan the middle of June before 
the harvest was begun. 
Furthermore, 
the crop has been unusually heavy. 
The labor situation, together with a 
big shortage in cars made it. difficult, 
and practically impossible, to ship as 
rapidly as was desired earlier in the 
season. 
As a result of these condi­ 
tion* the Valencia crop will not 
be 
cleaned up before the first week in 
December, while ordinarily the Valen­ 
cias are all out bf the way by the mid­ 
dle of November or earlier 
The lateness of the Valencia 
crop 
will have a decided influence on the 
navel sales this year, according to L. 
D. Palmer of the Orange County Fruit 
Exchange. 
Light Navel Crop 
‘‘The navel crop is so light this year 
that there will be a big demand for 
navels in the early spring and they 
should bring a good price during Feb­ 
ruary and March,” said Palmer this 
morning.” Last year 
the 
California 
Fruit Exchange shipped about 21,000 
cars of naveK 
This year the total 
will opt run more than a fourth ot 
that amount. 
"The late Valencia crop , will 
un­ 
doubtedly take care of the T w lstm tf 
trade Umh year, and there will not be 
such a demand for the holiday trade. 
We will ship no navels until the first 
of the year. 
The Tulare county crop 
will probably be in the 
market 
fur 
Christmas, but it is unquestionably 
true that the Valencias will furnish 
the bulk of the trade for the holidays 
this year." 
Palmer stated that the price was 
holding up remarkably well thin year. 
Considering the fact that the Valencia 
crop had been unusually large and the 
quality very poor, he stated that the 
price had averaged

In the mean­ 
tim e active i .cps are being taken to 
see that Alsace and -Lorraine are In­ 
habited, at least at the time 
of the 
proposed plebiscite, by a German ma­ 
jority. 
According to the information reach­ 
ing France, a steady colonization has 
now been going on for

past. German families are lining mov­ 
ed Into the two provinces and nettled 
there until the ultimate fate of Alsace 
and Lorraine is disposed of at the 
peace conference. 
Germany is also pushing to a quick 
completion tile liquidation of all the 
great manufactories and other Indus­ 
tries owned by French capital or by 
people ot known French proclivities. 
Many of these properties are valued 
at million* of dollars. 
They are be­ 
ing sold to German shareholde rs and 
concerns by the German government 
at values fixed by the latter. Presum­
